Dr. Rudolph, a clinical psychologist, developed a 
deep passion for American history and memorabilia 
that celebrates our nations rich and colorful heritage. 
His interests have centered on historical manuscripts 
and autographs from icons of cultural and political 
history, including such treasures as a hand-written 
letter penned in 1789 by George Washington to New 
York Governor Clinton seeking advice on American 
neutrality.

From that catalog: “This Revere-designed 48 shillings represents 
the final and rare “Independence” back Sword in hand notes. 
Though printed from a false period-made plate and a contemporary 
counterfeit, it is still very collectible because genuine notes from the 
date are rarely obtainable. This final issue is interesting, with the back 
handbill held in the patriot’s left hand reading “Independ/dance,” 
which replaced “MAGNA CHARTA.” The misspelled “received” is in 
the face obligation. Counterfeit diagnostics observed are at the face 
lower left and right with the base of the “4” higher than the base of 
adjacent “8.” Noted with “Splits, Tears, and Damage; Repairs; Stains; 
Missing LL Corner: Not often offered for sale and pleasing for the 
grade. It first realized $960 in that November 2017 sale.

Codfish issue. The darkly printed back is seen with the well known

here. PMG has also added a comment for “Stains” which are quite 
minor. Acquired by our consignor as lot #236 of the April 1975 
Altman-Haffner Sale by Pine Tree Auction Company.

All notes of this issue 
were to be recalled into the Treasury and destroyed by December 12, 
1759. PMG notes “Split Repairs, Pinholes.” There are also the usual 
bevy of contemporary endorsements on the verso. This rare note 
is Top Pop at PMG. The last individual example that we sold was a 
PMG Choice Fine 15 Net that realized $3,220 back in 2008. This is an 
exceptional example.

Interestingly, the founding fathers depicted on 
the central vignette were laden with slave owners including Thomas 
Jefferson. Social equality and moral equality were different matters. 
This society, which was founded in 1816 at the Davis Hotel in D.C., was 
not about abolition and anti-slavery or about integrating freed blacks 
into America. Instead, the idea was that Monrovia was to be a place to 
“expel” the freed black population to avoid social integration, risk of 
slave rebellion assistance, and competition with white labor. Prominent 
Quakers, who were among many of the founders, benevolently believed 
that this repatriation would be better for these newly freed blacks, 
socially and economically. Among the society's founders was Henry 
Clay (pictured on the note) of Kentucky, who held an extreme view 
regarding the integration of freed blacks into American culture and the 
risks it would pose to the white populace and economy. The society sold 
memberships and even received $100,000 of funds from Congress. This 
extremely well engraved proof comes from an exceedingly rare series of 
notes with few survivors properly filled in and actually used in Liberia.

Uncirculated 65 PPQ. Ornate back Treasury Notes from the 
Series of 1890 provide collectors with some of the most visually 
striking notes our hobby has to offer. After all this is the same 
series of notes that gave us the $1000 Grand Watermelon note 
considered to be the pinnacle of American currency collecting. 
This $5 Treasury Note is remarkably well preserved and framed 
by large even margins on both the face and back. Bold overprint 
inks are observed in the large brown spiked Treasury Seal at 
right and red printed serial numbers at the lower left and upper 
right. The engraved design elements are all vividly detailed 
including the busily designed back and the imposing portrait 
of Union Major General George H. Thomas seen at center on 
the face. 


Unlike most Union generals Thomas was a southerner, born 
in Newsom’ Depot, Virginia in 1816. His family owned slaves 
who worked their plantation-style farm, and as a young man 
Thomas witnessed first-hand the violent slave rebellion led by 
Nat Turner. In 1836 Thomas was appointed to the United States 
Military Academy at West Point, where he was a close friend 
and roommate of William T. Sherman. 
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After graduation Thomas served in an artillery company 
where he became close friends with future Confederate general 
Braxton Bragg. In 1851 Thomas returned to West Point as an 
instructor working closely under the school’s superintendent 
Robert E. Lee. While an instructor at West Point, Thomas 
taught future Confederate generals J.E.B. Stuart and Fitzhugh 
Lee. In 1855 Thomas was made a Major in the 2nd Cavalry by 
Secretary of War Jefferson Davis. Many of the cavalry’s officers 
were southerners and when the Civil War broke out in 1861, 19 
of the 36 officers resigned, including superiors Albert Sidney 
Johnston and Robert E. Lee. 


Many southern-born officers struggled with loyalty to their 
home states and to the Union they served. Virginians especially 
resigned their United States Army commissions in support 
of defending their home state. Perhaps influenced by his 
northern-born wife, Thomas stayed with the Union Army. In 
response, Thomas family back home, including his five siblings, 
completely disowned him and remained estranged from him 
for the rest of his life.

These Series of 
1891 $50 Treasury Notes feature the profile portrait of William 
Henry Seward prominently at center. A large 50 counter is found 
in the ornate left end panel while a red scalloped Treasury Seal 
is seen at right. The engraved signatures of Treasury officials 
Rosecrans and Nebeker are displayed at the lower left and right 
of center. The green printed back design is largely open with 
the clause found at center and denominational counters in the 
corners. 


Six of the known surviving example of this type are permanently 
held in government collections while another resides in the 
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ANA collection. Just 15 notes are available to the collecting 
public which is certainly not enough to meet collector demand. 
The print run for this design was 80,000 examples of which only 
23,500 were distributed. Treasury records reported only $1,250 
worth (25 notes) are outstanding. 


This example is exceptionally well printed in dark inks. The 
paper is well margined and wholesome, easily earning PMG’s 
coveted EPQ designation. No serious United States type 
collection can be considered complete without a $50 Treasury 
Note and few opportunities arise each year to obtain one.

Their nickname comes from the large distinctive zeros found 
on the back of the note that bear an unmistakable resemblance 
to the fruit. The face portrays Admiral David Farragut at right 
with a large 100 counter just left of center. Engraved signatures 
of Treasury officers Rosecrans and Huston are seen along the 
bottom border. A large brown spiked Treasury Seal is near the 
center. 


Watermelon notes are represented by just one catalog number, of 
which 120,000 were printed and issued. Today only 35 examples 
are known, and of those at least seven are in government or 
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institutional collections, essentially unavailable to collectors. 
The 1890 $100 Treasury Notes were replaced by the Series of 
1891 notes which featured an “Open Back” design thought to 
deter counterfeiters. 


This example is exceptionally choice for the grade and displays 
bright, creamy white paper and strikingly bold inks. The all- 
important back design is vividly portrayed in rich green color 
and is well framed by broad margins. No advanced large size 
type collection should be without a Watermelon note. This is an 
excellent example of this type and a note which will always be 
appreciated by collectors.

The “Open Back” design features 100 counters at bottom left 
and top right with Roman numeral Cs at top left and bottom 
right. ONE HUNDRED is in an ornamental design feature at 
center. The Treasury Department felt that the “open” design 
would be more carefully examined by bank tellers than would 
be the heavily ornamented backs of the Series of 1890 notes. 





This example was certainly a veteran in the channels of 
commerce. Despite the level of circulation all of the design 
elements remain clear and well detailed. PMG has added 
a “Restoration” comment on the back of the holder. The 
restoration is expertly accomplished and appears to be limited 
to the margins. With that said this is still just one of eight 
examples available to collectors.
